.condemned Ottawa for its "lack 
of assurances and bad faith" in 
. complying Vrith FLQ demands. 

• Lemieux charged the federal 
government is '^coropletely putting 
aside the whole issue" of the 
release of 23 "political prisoners" 
now being held in a federal prison 
in Quebec. 

The release of the prisoners is 
the first and most important of the 
seven FLQ demands; « 

. Lemieux said that the Quebec 
. ! gbvemment is far more willing 
to reach an agreement than Ottawa 
He added that "the population of 
Quebec is there to Judge the good 
faith•^ 

Commoithig on his role in the 
negotiations Lemieux said that 
he was not sure "how far they 
(FLQ) want me to negotiate in 
substance rather than methods". 

He went on to say that he does 
not. know whether the FLQ is 
, 'prepared to make concessions, but 
stated that he personally was not 
prepared to comprombe." 

"The government is playhig a 
'.dangerous game hi taking a lot of 
time in negotiations", he said. 



Lemieux said that he had no 
knowledge of who was involved to 
the kidnapptogs or. who issued 
the Ront's communiqués last 
week. 

Lemieux emphasized that the 
FLQ had never cheated him or 
lied to hhn and that he had 'no 
difficulties m the three years 
he has been associated with the 
FLQ.
